Chicago, Jan. 19 .—To serve a five 
year sentence for wrecking the Chica

National 
bank, 
John 
R. 
Walsh 
was taken to the Fort Leavenworth 
(Kan.) federal prison last night. 
The 
United States circu it cou rt of appeals 
refu sed his petition that the verdict be 
set aside and the case tried over, and 
issu ed a mandate directing that the 
sentence of the lowrer cou rt be carried 
ou t at once. 
United States Marshal 
L. T. Hoy, with 
Walsh in charge 
boarded a train leaving here at 6 p. m. 
expecting to reach Fort Leavenworth 
this forenoon. 
Fou r years, one month and one day 
have elapsed since the Chicago Na 
tional hank failed, carrying dowm with 
it the Home Savings bank and the 
Equ itable Tru st company. Ju dge Ken- 
esaw M. Landis of the United States 
district cou rt, who refu sed to sit on 
the Walsh case when it came u p after 
the su spension of Mr. W alsh’s hank in 
19 05, becau se he had long been an in­ 
timate friend of Mr. Walsh, fou nd him­ 
self confronted with a task most dis­ 
agreeable to him. 
He was the only 
district circu it ju dge now in Chicago, 
and to him fell the work of signing the 
order committing Walsh to the peni­ 
tentiary. 
* 
Walsh appeared In Ju dge Landis’s 
cou rt at 4 o’clock, when the mittimu s 
was signed. 
Attorney Sims asked for 
issu ance of the commitment and Ju dge 
Landis signed it withou t a word. 
Nei­ 
ther the ju dge nor Mr. Walsh nodded 
to each other. 
Walsh left the cou rtroom with his 
relatives and Attorney John S. Miller. 
He looked old, weak, hopeless and al­ 
most ill. 
He tottered and almost fell 
as he descended the steps from the 
bu ilding very slowly. 
He had to he 
helped into the au tomobile. 
Meanwhile, thou gh Walsh himself 
and his family had given u p hope, 
eleventh hou r attempts were being 
made to save him from the peniten­ 
tiary. 
It was learned that Federal 
Ju dge Sanborn of Madison, Wls., was 
coming to Chicago, ar.d it was expect­ 
ed that when lie reached Chicago a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpu s 
wou ld be filed with him in an effort to 
have Walsh stopped while on his way 
to the penitentiary and brou ght back.

Hoy said 
before leaving 
with 
his 
prisoner for Leavenworth 
that if a W'rlt of habeas corpu s were 
issu ed hv Ju dge Sanborn and “served 
by telegraph” on him he wmu ld Ignore 
any su ch order.

Just how far the stage is universal 
and, on the other hand, how far the

Salvini, in a long, analytical article 
which appears in a recent number of 
the 
Suddeutsche 
Monatschrifte 
of 
Munich, the New York Times says. 
No matter how highly educated an au- 
, j dience may be, says Sig. Salvini, It 
•will “only with difficulty be seized in 
its innermost heart by a passion for­ 
eign to its mode of living.” 
In general, according to Sig. Salvini, 
French actors are true in the art of 
acting “only within a certain sphere; 
if that sphere is overstepped—i. e., if 
a certain passion becomes dramatic, 
serious and violent—they assume a de­ 
clam atory manner which we Italians 
consider as being in bad taste. 
“Of course, I 
concede 
exceptions. 
As far as we are concerned, we are, 
while in general not especially clever 
and effective in comedy, more true in 
drama and tragedy. 
The Germans are 
much more diligent than the actors 
of the Latin people. 
They penetrate 
much more deeply into the parts they 
play, and execute them exactly, but 
they lack th e fire and grace of repre­ 
sentation.” 
English men and women also, we are 
told, have the same excellent points 
and same faults. 
“With them everything is form and 
accurateness in the representation of 
characters. 
They are extremely con­ 
scious and exact in their delivery, well 
versed in everything that concerns dec 
orations and 
costume.«, but there is 
hardly found among them a vivid im­ 
pulse, fire or spontaneity of artistic 
feeling. 
They have had great actors 
as, for example, 
Garrick, 
Macready, 
Kemble, Edmund Kean 
and, finally, 
Irving. 
Such artists, however, have 
been satisfied to obtain the applause 
o f a public that spoke the same lan­ 
guage and had the same tendency of 
mind as them selves.”

Russian explorers have made a sin­ 
gular and most interesting discovery 
of a subterranean city in Central Asia. 
In Turkestan, on the right bank of the

A peculiar situation with respect to 
delinquent tax lands exists in Mar­ 
quette County, a Detroit dispatch to 
the New York Herald says. 
There are 
very large tracts which properly be­ 
long to the commonwealth, yet 
no 
part of them is included in the pub­ 
lic domain. 
No lands delinquent 
for taxes in 
this county have been formally deeded 
to the State since 1884. 
In cop se­ 
quence the county treasurer’s office is 
lumbered up wth a large number of 
delinquent land descriptions, on some 
of which taxes have not been paid 
since 1881. 
All these descriptions are 
offered for sale each year, but no buy­ 
ers have been forthcoming, and not 
infrequently 
the 
total 
taxes 
now 
charged against the descriptions run 
into the thousands of dollars. 
There are 1,600 descriptions 
delin­ 
quent for taxes on record in the treas­ 
urer's office, of which 665 descriptions 
became delinquent prior to 1906 and 
could be deeded to the State. 
These 
descriptions 
will 
probably 
average 
eighty acres each, which means that 
there are 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
53,000 acres in this county which are 
properly part of the public domain, 
but which, as a matter of 
fact, are 
not owned by the commonwealth or 
anybody else. 
The lands will doubt­ 
less be deeded to the State in due time, 
and will be put on the m arket/but for 
the present, with the accumulation of 
unpaid taxes charged against them, 
they are unsalable.

They dip them selves in the 
water from time to tim e; then, sitting 
on the curb, they chat, laugh and sing. 
Som etim es one of them addresses an 
invocation to the Sultan Sliman (Solo 
m ln), patron of the springs hidden in 
the mountain.

believing 
som etim es receive their recompense in 
seeing the steam rise from the waters 
After the bath the native rolls him self 
in his cloak and lies in the sun. 
To quench the burning thirst wjiich 
the very warm bath gives Arabs suck 
the juice of lemons or oranges or they 
go to the “cafe maure” attached to th< 
baths to drink a tiny cup of coffee 
Many Arabs, instead of coining to the 
establishm ent, prefer to take the bath 
in the open air. On the side of the hill 
a spring flows from the rock and the 
natives come to bathe in the natural 
basin where the water gushes out. 
As a votive offering the women bang 
portions of their veils on the neighbor­ 
ing bushes. 
The childless come heri 
piously to plunge in their small stuffed 
dolls. 
It is there that the prayer is 
above all agreeable to Sidi 
Sliman 
They sacrifice fowls to him, they burn 
Jncense and spices 
in the earthern 
braziers, and it is in his honor that 
the little many colored wax taper.« 
stuck in the ground burn so often at 
night.

matches 
which are held annually were estab­ 
lished 
by 
Congress, which provided 
the trophy, and the expenses are borne 
almost entirely by the 
government. 
Few persons not familiar with rifle 
practice have any clear idea of the 
great work entailed in running 
off 
these events. They are shot under the 
auspices of the National Board for 
Promotion of Rifle Practice and un­ 
der the direction of the War Depart­ 
ment. 
They draw together the 1,000 
best marksmen in the United States; 
they require the services of a thou­ 
sand regular troops and 100 army of­ 
ficers. 
They set the high-water mark 
in m ilitary rifle shooting, and are. 
therefore, of considerable Importance 
to the country. 
These matches consist of a national 
team match, a national individual rifle 
match and a national 
pistol 
match. 
The first is open to teams of twelve, 
representing 
the 
Infantry, 
cavalry, 
navy, marine corps, m ilitary and naval 
academies and the organized m ilitia of 
the several States and Territories. The 
individual rifle and pistol matches are 
open to all citizens of 
the 
United 
States. 
There an* no entrance fees 
and Congress provides liberal prizes. 
All matches are shot with the current 
m ilitary arm of the United States, and 
the governm ent furnishes the am m uni­ 
tion for the matches and for prelim­ 
inary practice. 
The expense of train­ 
ing the team s and sending them to the 
matches is borne by the States and 
Territories from the $50,000 annually 
appropriated 
by 
Congress 
for 
rifle 
practice in the National Guard. 
The 
gathering together of the best shots 
in the country, the testing of am m uni­ 
tion, the ideas exchanged 
and 
the 
stim ulus 
given 
to 
rifle 
practice 
is 
worth more than the m atches cost 
many tim es over. 
Lieut. Col, It. K. Evans, executive 


officer of th.* last three matches, is 
now at the w ar colbge draw ing up 
his report of the m atches for 1909, 
which were held at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
last August. 
It is significant of the 
importance of these m atches that the 
work is continuous. 
By the time the 
report for one year is at hand, prepara­ 
tions for (he next year’s matches is 
under way. 
As soon as outdoor prac­ 
tice ends the ffidoor practice begins, 
and a team no sooner reaches home 
than aspirants for the next yeear’s 
team are put in training.

M erchan ts at Leaven worth closed 
their stores, an d with the salesmen , 
hu rried to the river ban k. 
School was 
dismissed an d the people ran throu gh 
the streets shou tin g: 
“The ice gorge 
is m ovin g!” 
The levee was soon lin ed with an 
excited crowd an d a spectacle su ch as 
the oldest in habitan t has n ever w it­ 
n essed, passed before them. 
The u su ­ 
ally placid Ohio, as far as the eye 
cou ld see, had become a mass of crash­ 
in g. crowdin g ice. 
Great blocks of it 
were thrown u p an d then dropped 
down again . 
Barges lyin g n ext the 
Leaven w orth levee were pu shed high 
on the ban k an d telephon e poles were 
mowed down . 
At Schoon er Poin t, in the big ben d 
ju st below Leaven worth, trees two feet 
in diam eter were chopped down by the 
ice an d redu ced to splin ters. The cu r­ 
ren t, ru n n in g abou t seven miles an 
hou r, tu rn ed hu ge fields of ice helter- 
skelter, an d with rem arkable power 
logs, barges an d boats that had been 
cau ght In the jam w ere lifted high, 
on ly to fall back again in to the cru sh­ 
in g mass.

C. John son , ban k examin er, in the Cit­ 
izen s’ Nation al ban k of this city. It is 
ru mored 
th at 
loan s 
were 
obtain ed 
from the ban k by a New York man , 
who plu n ged heavily in the cotton 
m arket an d lost, bu t it is reported also 
th at if su ch be the case the ban k has 
secu rities in sight that m ay m ake the 
loan s good. 
Ban k Exam in er John son absolu tely 
refu ses to give the n am es of the bor­ 
rowers whose loan s are u n secu red, be­ 
cau se he believes, he says, th at a pu b­ 
lication of their n ames wou ld in ju re 
their credit, an d he has con fiden ce 
th a t abou t all will even tu ally make 
their loan s good: at least he is work­ 
in g toward that en d. 
From o th er sou rces it is learn ed 
tha the Citizen s Nation al ban k has 
been easy mon ey for years; that an y 
‘lame du ck” in town that wished to 
‘tou ch” the con cern for an y amou n t, 
from $5 u p, had the chan ce. For years 
the Citizen s Nation al ban k has been a 
false sta r in the Evan sville fin an cial 
firmamen t. 
For at least five years it 
has been loaded u p with paper that, to 
say the least, was dou btfu l, an d ban k 
exam in er after ban k exam in er came 
here, m ade an “exam in ation ,” an d pu t 
the govern m en t’s approval on the in ­ 
stitu tion , with the resu lt that the de­ 
posits rolled in . 
Why these ban k ex­ 
am in ers did n ot discover the real con ­ 
dition of the ban k is n ot kn ow'n . 
Mr. 
John son discovered the shrin kage in 
paper twen ty-fou r hou rs after his a r­ 
rival. 
Mr. John son , the officers of the 
ban k an d the directors have given the 
in formation th at they hope the deposi­ 
tors will be paid in fu ll. 
Bu t there are 
a lot of people here w ho are “from Mis­ 
sou ri”—th ey will have to be shown .

Result of Second Day's Engagement in 
British Political Contest. 
London, Jan. 18.—A further gain of 
fourteen Unionist seats in the house 
of commons is the result of yesterday’s 
polling in the general election. 
This 
does not include three districts where 
the count is as yet uncompleted. The 
returns thus far show a smaller pro­ 
portion of gains for the Unionists Mon­ 
day than was shown by the polling of 
Saturday. 
It tends also to show that 
the Liberals may secure a small work­ 
ing majority with the aid of their La­ 
bor and Socialist allies while disre­ 
garding the Nationalists. 
The popular vote yesterday again 
showed the unfortunate position of the 
Unionists. 
The latter polled a total 
of 608,000 votes against 517,000 for the 
Liberals, Laborites, Nationalists and 
Socialists combined, and yet the Un­ 
ionists won 
only forty-eight seats, 
while their opponents captured fifty- 
six. 
All members of the late ministry 
who were voted for yesterday retained 
their seats, but the majorities in every 
case fell.

Du ring this month the an­ 
nu al Comanche rev iv al will be held 
west of Cache. 
Last y ear fifty con­ 
v erts were tak en in throu gh the in­ 
ti u ence of the camp meetings, say s the 
Kansas City Star. 
The Ind ian, 
when conv erted , 
is 
d eeply religiou s and enjoy s more than 
the av erage white m an the priv ilege 
of 
hold ing and 
attend ing 
religiou s 
meetings. 
His preference is for camp 
meetings, as this form more closely 
resembles the conv entions held by the 
tribes before their conv ersion to C hris­ 
tianity . 
It is the cu stom for the 
Method ists and Baptists in particu lar 
to hold camp meetings for the Ind ian 
tribes, among whom they hav e been 
d oing m issionary work . 
The Kiowas 
and Comanches are especially fav or­ 
able to these open-air gatherings and 
attend in great nu m bers each su mmer. 
The Catholics hold first place 
in 
d oing m issionary work among the In­ 
d ians of the sou thwest, with the Meth­ 
od ists and Baptists close together for 
second place and 
the Presby terians 
and Episcopalians in third 
position. 
Recent congressional action has giv en 
all these d enom inations 
the control 
and ownership of 
the chu rch 
and 
school land s, which they hav e 
Im­ 
prov ed by the erection of 
bu ild inga 
thereon. 
Each of these d enominations 
has nu m erou s schools and chu rches 
for the red men throu ghou t the new 
state, and occasionally may be fou nd 
bu ild ings belonging to one of the many 
other d enominations. 
Ed win Miller, a fu ll-blood ed Dela­ 
ware Ind ian, was recently ord ained a 
m inister of the gospel, following an ex ­ 
am ination before the Baptist com m is­ 
sion. 
Althou gh bu t 20 y ears of age, 
he began immed iately to serv e in his 
capacity as clergy man. 
The Rev . Dr. Sarcox le has been In 
the m inistry for tw enty y ears. 
He 
speak s English, bu t preaches in Dela­ 
ware. 
Miller speak s both English and 
Delaware. 
In the Rev . Henry J. Clou d , a fu ll- 
blood Cherok ee Ind ian ev angelist, the 
Method ists hav e their most influ ential 
m issionary among the Ind ian tribes of 
the new' state. 
You ng Lone Wolf, a 
Kiowa chief, is a Baptist m inister, as 
is also Chief Gotod o, the head man of 
the tribe. 
The former Is a Carlisle 
grad u ate and read s his Greek testam ent 
ev ery m orning before break ing 
his 
fast. 
One of the latest ord ained min- | 
isters am ong the Kiowas w'as Kick ing 
Bird , a d escend ant of the old w ar chief 
of that name.

In 19 01, d u ring the pu blic session 
of the Philippine commission on the 
cod e of civ il proced u re, as d rafted by 
Commissioner Id e, 
there was warm 
and prolonged d ebate on the su bject 
of the langu age to be employ ed in 
cou rt proceed ings, the New York T rib­ 
u ne say s. 
The small bu t influ ential 
grou p of American 
attorney s 
then 
practicing in Manila u rged the ad op­ 
tion of English; they pointed ou t that 
English had been 
mad e the official 
langu age of the ex ecu tiv e and legisla­ 
tiv e d epartm ents, 
that the 
schools 
were to giv e all instru ctions in E ng­ 
lish, that the nu m ber of Filipinos w'ho 
k now Spanish is comparativ ely insig­ 
nificant and finally that the Island s 
are u nd er the sov ereignty of an Eng­ 
lish-speak ing people. 
“The force of 
these argu m ents was conced ed ,” say s 
the Manila Times, "bu t it was pointed 
ou t that the im med iate ad option of 
English as the langu age of the cou rts 
w'ou ld hav e the effect of d isq u alify ing 
in great part the Filipino lawy ers, who 
had as y et not 
had opportu nity to 
stu d y the langu age. 
"As a compromise the 
co de finally 
prov id ed that Spanish shou ld be the 
med iu m of ju d icial plead ing and pro­ 
ced u re u ntil 19 06 , when English shou ld 
su pplant It. 
The av owed pu rpose was 
to giv e the Filipino ju d ges and lawy ers 
ample tim e to learn English. As might 
hav e been ex pected , hard ly one of the 
nativ e lawy ers 
u nd ertook 
seriou sly 
the stu d y of English u ntil 
the 
time 
d rew near when the change was to 
tak e place, and then they set q p the 
same old plaint—that they wou ld be 
depriv ed of their means of liv elihood . 
The law was amend ed to postpone the 
change to 19 11. 
In the last session of 
the assembly , on the same argu m ent, 
a bill was passed prov id ing for anoth­ 
er fiv e y ears respite, bu t this 
was 
mod ified by the commission so that the 
date now' stand s at 19 13. 
“ In the meantime the law depart- 


ment of Santo Tomas and the sev eral 
priv ate law schools are giv ing instru c­ 
tions in Spanish only , the nativ e law­ 
y e r s are not learning English and the 
cou rts will be no better prejiared for 
the change in 19 13 than they were In 
19 06 . 
We hav e a ju d iciary of w'hcv m 
the m ajority are Americans, we train 
the child ren in the schools to 
speak 
English, w'e hav e repeated ly d eclared 
the policy of su pplanting Spanish by 
English as the common langu age of 
the island s. 
And ou r cou rt proceed ­ 
ings are still In Spanish. 
There Is no 
reason for it bu t procrastination, the 
tropic tend ency to tak e the easier im­ 
med iate cou rse withou t thou ght of the 
fu tu re d ifficu lties.”

His farm 
consists of 130 acres and he gets u p 
at 5 o’clock ev ery m orning and has 
holes in his ov eralls. 
His nam e is 
Leonard B. (’lore. 
He is the corn k ing 
of the world . 
A d ozen y ears ago Mr. 
Clore began to specialize in corn. 
To­ 
d ay he set3 the w orld ’s pace in this 
cereal. 
The Clore family v ery nearly k eeps 
hou se with father’s corn prizes, H am p­ 
ton’s say s. 
In the list is ev ery thing 
from a m anu re spread er to a piano, 
inclu d ing watch, clock , stov e, m and o­ 
lin, lawn swing, an au tomobile, a q u ar­ 
ter section of land in Tex as and a 
$1,000 cash prize. 
One of the Inci­ 
d entals is a silv er lov ing cu p v alu ed 
at $1,000. 
Mr. Clore d ecid ed a few y ears ago 
that instead of spend ing so mu ch time 
in improv ing their land the corn grow­ 
ers shou ld giv e more thou ght to im­ 
prov ing their breed of corn. 
All his 
efforts hav e been in that d irection. 
In a specially bu ilt barn he germ i­ 
nates the corn in box es of earth k ept 
at the right tem peratu re 
in 
early 
spring by gasoline stov es. 
T hu s he 
kno ws befo re planting wv * percentag e 


oft the grains will germinate. 
Two 
ears of corn m ay look alik e, bu t the 
v itality of one may be mu ch higher 
than that of the other. 
Mr. Clore is 
also a ju d ge of w hat It tak es to m ak e 
a perfect ear; selecting the best e a r * 
each fall and planting the hard iest 
grains in the spring, he has in a great 
way elim inated chance In corn grow ­ 
ing. 
He raises from eighty to a hu n­ 
d red bu shels of corn per acre. 
The 
av erage this y ear is ninety bu shels. 
This is abou t twenty bu shels more 
than before lie began his ex periments, 
bu t, in ad d ition, the q u ality of his 
corn has greatly improv ed . 
W hat lie 
has d one for Ind iana, where his m eth­ 
od s are followed , may lie seen by the 
fact that the av erage y ield for the 
past ten y ears Is thirty -fiv e bu shels, 
while ov er the corn belt of the United 
States for the same period it Is only 
twenty -fiv e. 
E x perim ent stations all 
ov er the United States are send ing 
to him for his high-bred seed corn and 
are u sing his method s of breed ing and 
planting. 
The czar has offered him a 
position in the Ru ssian d epartm ent of 
agricu ltu re.

isfied demand. 
In England, notw ith­ 
standing 
the old 
age pension 
bill, 
which giv es fiv e shillings a week to 
ev ery applicant who has passed the 
age of 70 years, and the innumerable 
m easures of relief that hav e been in 
operation by official, 
religious, char­ 
itable and 
other 
organizations, the 
central gov ernment expended the sum 
of $1,593,670 for the relief of the des­ 
titute unemployed for the year end­ 
ing March 51. 1909, of which $619,812 
was distributed in London, and the 
balance, $973,864, in the other cities 
and towns of England and Wales. 
Although the estim ate of half a mil­ 
lion eligibles for old 
age 
pensions 
made by the prime m inister and the 
chancellor of the exchequer while the 
act was pending in parliam ent was 
considered far beyond the possibili­ 
ties, it has been actually exceeded by 
150,000, and the num ber is increasing 
ev ery month. 
The cost of the law, 
which was estim ated at $30,000,000 a 
year, will come nearer to $50,000,000, 
There hav e been 653,070 applicants for 
colonel’s outw ard i Plosions, of which 367,197 hav e come 
from England, 193,138 from Ireland, 
68,785 from Scotland and 23,950 from 
Wales.

Of these 
49,259 were from London and 147,518 j 
from the rest of England and Wales. 
There are no returns from Ireland or 
Scotland. 
This num ber is 4.10 per 
cent of the work ing population of the 
country, or an av erage of 31 per 1,000, 
which seems extraordinary. 
T hat conditions are growing worse 
instead of better is dem onstrated by 
a comparison with the prev ious year, 
when the applications for relief from 
able-bodied, 
destitute, 
unemployed 
work men were 32,634 in London and 
57,433 in the rest of the country. 
The applicants were carefully inv es­ 
tigated; 33,623 were denied relief be­ 
cause of good reasons, and 13,611 re­ 
fused to accept employment when it 
was offered to them. 
Of the total of 
196,757 there were 4,832 women, most­ 
ly seamstresses. 
An analysis shows tha t 
47.4 
per 
cent, or nearly one-half of the appli­ 
cants were 
ordinary 
laborers 
who 
were 
illiterate, 
without 
industrial 
training and liv ing by doing inter­ 
m ittent work as it offers to them. This 
fact has set people think ing and has 
caused an anim ated discussion of the 
question of industrial education which 
has recently receiv ed sim ilar attention 
from the American Federation of La­ 
bor. 
More than one-third of the ap­ 
plicants for relief Iv ere entirely illit­ 
erate; 9 per cent were under 20 yçars 
of age; 
10 per cent were ov er 60# years 
of age, while 61 per cent were in tha 
prim e of life— between 20 and 40 years 
of age. 
Forty per cent of the appli­ 
cants adm itted that they had applied 
for public relief before, but it is be­ 
liev ed that this is a v ery small pro­ 
portion of the actual 
number. 
At 
least CO per cent are not connected 
with any trade union or any m utual 
benefit society; 74 per cent are accuse 
tomed to outdoor labor; 16.9 peY cent 
belong to the building trades, and 2.5 
per cent are from shipyards. 
Curi­ 
ously enough, a large num ber were 
household serv ants, but in nearly all 
such cases the reasons for nonemploy­ 
ment were apparent from intem perate 
habits. 
T he largest num ber claimed 
to hav e been discharged from em ploy 
m ent on account of the trade depres­ 
sion; 
the next 
largest num ber had 
been compelled to quit work on ac­ 
count of illness.—W illiam E. Curtis, 
in Chicago Record-IIerald.

a splendid crop.
